FOR BUBROS.

LITTLE ANIMALS ARE. SCARCE 


"Therefore When an Order Is Placed 


Rustlers With Lariats Get Out 
and Round Them Up 
Wherever They Are. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 5.—The gov- 
ernment may not be aware of the fact, but 
it is now engaged in the dishonorable ouai- 
neges of “‘mavericking.”’ 

It is not, however, the wild, unruly steer 
that government hirelings‘are rustling, but 
the patient, trusted burro. Uncle Sam 
we@ts a large number of burros to send to 
Cuba and the Philippines. Men with gov- 


ernment: contracts to rnish a certain 
number of them are scourihg southern Cali- 
fornia, and every week shipments of these 
pack animals go from Los Angeles and 
Other southern California points to_ New 
Orleans or Ban Francisco. 

Doubtless, as far as Uncle Sam knovs, 
there is og yy Sige about this, but the 
Busi who has e contract knows that his 
anpese is not just right. Hence he shuns 
he towns most of the time. For the truih 
of the matter is that he does not buy his

Way back in the fastnes8es ofthe. Sicrra 
Madre range of mountains, that oF rates 
the fertile valleys of southern California 
from the desert wastes, hundreds and even 
thousands of burraog are running wild. Whe 
owns them is a quéstion. They have wan- 
dered away from pack trains and prospec- 
tors in the years past, and manipulated 
around the places high up in the range 
where water and sufficient food were ob- 
tainable. A burro needs little of either one 
of these necessities of life, but he needs 
that little badly. 


Rounding Up 

the Mavericks.

CANAL PROTOCOL HELD UP. 


Wicarague Displeased at the United 
States’ Conditions. 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Apri! 5.—Minister 
Corea, the Nicaraguan representative in 
Washington, has sent to his government 
the draft of the new canal protocol given to 
him by Secretary Hay, which radically

WONT SELL A SINGLE THING 


QUEEREST STORE IN THE WORLD 
STANDS IN MISSOURI. 


Goods Were Bought at War Priceé and 
When Prices Fell the Old Mer- 
chant Refused to Make 
the Sacrifice On 
the Stock. 


OREGON, Mo., April &—Every one has 
heard of people being in business merely 
for fun, but there are few men who bur- 
den themselves with cares for that reason 
nor yet are they in trade for their health. 
There is one man, however—Henry Sterrett 


of Orgon—who keeps a store, but has not 
sold a penny's worth of goods for 30 years 
and persistently refuses to.make a trade 
when urged to do so, although his shelves 
are well laden with merchandise. 

Old Slick’s Curtosity Shop,’ as Mr. Ster- 
rett's place is known all over northern 
Missouri, is, indeed, a curiosity that can- 
not be equaled elsewhere in the world. It 
is more than a relic of former days. It is 
a crumbling monument to the buisness sa- 
gacity and shrewdness-of a man who settled 
in this country when !t was an important 
part of the wild and woolly west and an im- 
controvertible argument against the at- 
tempted mixing of business with convi- 
viality and high living. 

“Old Slick’s Curiosity Shop” is a country 
store established and operated in the days 
of the civil war and kept intact to the pres- 
ent time. It Is filled to the front with goods 
purchased when prices were high and when 
the prevailing ge were such as to put to 
flight a modern Bedu Brummel or a woman 
with twentieth century ideas. There aré 
ont tee ee but no offer of money

Sterrett, or “Old Slick.” ‘has vowed that 
he will never sell any of his goods and for 
thirty years or more has kept faith with 
himself. 

In the early ‘50s William Henry Sterrett 
came to Oregon from Kentucky and open 
a trading post. The Indians liked him and 
took freely of the ware he offered and he 
became rich. The store, which has since 
made him a nected character, was bulit a 
few years after he settled there. 

At that time it was strictly up to date and 
ls sali to be the first department store es- 
tablished in the state of Missouri. It con- 
tained everything from a millinery depart- 
ment to farm wagons and farm machinery. 
. It stands today as it stood at the close of 
the civil war and affords an interesting 
study of the growth and development of the 
mercantile industries of the country. 


Prince of Good 
Fellows Was He. 
Sterrett was the prince of good fellows 
in his younger days and he entertained his 


friends right royally. Early in his: career 
he developed a liking for a convivial life 
and he has it yet. his explains why he 
took the vow that he would never part 
With any of his merchandise. In fact, he 
has been so busy during the last few years 
courting conviviality that he has had little 
time to attend to his business affairs. 
What rema of the business of a former 
day is dwarfed and impaired e once 
magnificent fortune has dwindle RPK 
bee oe A = negnert = mck of management 
now but as 
proportions adow of its former 
é Sterrett is by no means a poo 

man now he does not occupy the pos tion 
on the pinnacle of wealth and affluence in 
Holt County that he did when he was the 
pencipel endian trader there. 

Was errett’s ambition to beco 
wealthiest man in the Platte erohaae’ noe 
led to his undoing. He was Eiseraneae to 
double his fortune in a short time. When 
the Civil war broke out he conceived the 
idea that soldiers would be as easy for a 
man with shar> trading. instincts to han. 
dle as Indians had been. Leavin his store 
in charge of a clerk, ne follow the fed- 
eral eee from place to place, each times 
Sauteee Te what is now called an “army 
canteen. ut it did not yield the returns 
anticipated and, in less than two years, he 
had lost all the money he risked in the en- 
enterprise, was broken down in health aud 
had little left. He returned to his home 
and continued his high ing | 

After a while he came to his senses and 
thought to return to his business. he a:- 
most fabulous prices that had prevailed 
during the war had declined and, in order 
to meet the competition which had sprun 
up around him, he found that he would 
O “Sell his stock for less than half 
cost. e had lost enough already and this 
additional sacrifics was more than he could 
bear. The he made the vow before re- 
ferred to. 

The result of this peculiar resolution is 
that Sterrett, who is now over 65 years old, : 
has a store full of relics and rare specimens 
of old’ goods that have no market value 
as curios. Collectors of curiosities {rom 
different paris of the country have vis- 
ited the place and have endeavored by ull 
manner of persuasive talk to induce him to 
sell some of the antique articles of mer- 
chandise, but with all his eccentricities the 
old gentleman’ rspiculty when he en- 
counters one of these fellows is somethin 
remarkable. He turns a deaf ear to a 
their offers and insists upon talking about 
his farm ‘‘out east of town.”’ 


Some of the Curios 
in the Old Shop. 


On the shelves on one side are forty 


or fifty rolls of calico, bought at war-time 
rices and retailed at 2% cents a yard. Old- 
ashioned hats that remind one of the 
>: iam days are marked $3, % and % 
each. 

The most interesting feature of the old 
curlosity shop is, perhaps, the millinery 
department.. Sterrett flourished before wo- 
men were engaged in the hat and bonnet 
trimming industry in the small towns, and 
it was necessary to make his department 
store complete to carry a few dozen 
trimmed hats bought in St. Louis at fancy 
prices. There is a showcase filled with 
musty specimens, the handiwork of the mil- 
liner of the early ‘60's, and phey do not 
resemble the Paris models of the twen- 
tieth century either. 

On top of the shelves are a dozen or more 

ictures of the kind that adorned the par- 
ors of the wealthy class at the time when 
this novel stock of merchandise was pur- 
chased. They are eo old that the process 
by which they were made is a lost art, but 
the price cards say they sold for $10 to $15 
in their day.

Private Peter Madsen Has Made Up 
His Mind That He Prefers Pris- 
on to His Chances Under 
Surgeon’s Knife. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 5.—Private Po 
ter Madsen, Company 10, Coast Artillery, 
who is at present confined in the guard- 
house of the Persidio General Hospital, is 


in sore straits. If he refuses to undergo al 
operation which the surgeons insist on per- 
formi he will be subject to court-martial 
and if he submits to the operation he runs 
a risk of losing his life. On the one hand a 
prison cell on Alcatraz Island or a dishon- 
orable discharge from the army impends, 
while on the other he is confronted with 
the risks attendant on a serious operation. 

Private Madsen has chosen, his course 
with a full knowledge of the results. “I 
shall refuse to go under the knife,”’ he says, 
“even if they give me a year on Alcatraz. 
And for this refusal the soldier is now de- 
nied his liberty pending the result of a gen- 
eral court-martial. 3 


This Is the First 
Recorded Instance. 
The case of Private Madsen ts creating 
considerable discussion in army circles. It 


is the first instance of its kind that the 
United States army officials have had to 
do with, and the decision is awaited with 
interest, inasmuch as it wi}l be a test case.

of life is subject to a general court-martia 

A number of cases have occurred wherein 
soldiers have refused to be operated upon, 
but upon being placed in the guardhouse 
have finally submitted to the will of the 
surgeons. But never before has a soldier 
ersisted so far as to render a court-mar- 
ial necessary. The case of Madison will 
be the first on record. 

In speaking of the case Maj. John A. 
Hull, judge-advocate for the department 
of California, said: ‘‘The army regulation 
which states that any soldier who refuses 
to submit to an operation which does not 
involve risk of life is subject to a,court- 
martial was framed to prevent enlisted men 
from securing a discharge from the army On 
the ground of disability, when that disabil- 
ity can be removed without a dangerous 
operation. I have known cases in the Phil- 
ippines where soldiers who had refused to 
go under the knife were tried by a court- 
martial, but they were malingerers who 
were trying to escape duty, and it was on 
that ground that they were court-martialed. 
I have not heard of any case in my depart- 
ment, or in the United States, where a dis- 
abled soldiers who had refused to submit 
to. the will of the surgeons was tried by 
court-martial. The result of such a court- 
martial will be very interesting.’’ 


The Case Is 
an Interesting One. 

Col. A. C. Girard, who has comMand of 
the Genera! Hospital at the Presidi$, also 
thought-the-cace.of Madsen @ very interest- 
ing one. He said: ‘‘Madsen refused to un- 
dergo an operation which would relieve him 
of a trouble which incapacitates him for 
duty. I received .instructions from army 
headquarters to hold him in durance. He 
will probably be held for three or four 
weeks before a disposition is made of his 
case,.”’ 

The operation which Madsen refuses to 
undergo is not considered by army surgeons 
to be dangerous| Dr. R. BE. Bunker, how- 
ever, who has examined Madsen, states 
that am operation would not only be danger- 
out, but also unlikely to produce the de- 
tired result. 

Madsen firmly refuses to go under the 
knife. He has engaged Attorney H. H. 
Davis to fight his case and hopes to avoid 
the necessity of greg ew an operation 
or being senteneed to mapribenment. At- 
torney Davis states that he will get out a 
writ of haheas corpus returnable:before the 
United States district court.

SHE NURSED ONE, WED OTHER 


Grodsky Followed Them and Was Skot 
Down in Mess Room at Kieff 
by Sofronoff.

PARIS, April 5.—The real cause of the 
Russian army tragedy at Kieff in which 
Capt. Sofronoff, of the general staff, de- 
liberately walked into a mess room and 
shot Lieut. Grodsky dead in the presence 
of a dozen fellow officers, is better known 
here than it is in Russia. 

The rivalry of Sofronoff ana Grodsky for 
the affection of Miss Waltman, an Amer- 
ican, was the talk of Paris six months 
ago. They fought a duel in the Bois de Bou- 
logne and Grodsky was severely wounded. 

The girl nursed him until he recovered, 
thereby causing gossip, which increased 
when she unexpectedly ran away to Rus- 
sia with Sofronoff, probably marrying him 
on the way. 

Grodsky, however, obtained a transfer to 
the same regiment at Kieff, and the tragedy 
gives color to the rumors that he renewed 
his attentions to his former sweetheart. 
She has arrived here and is stopping with 
friends under her maiden name. Sofronoff 
is now in jail, but as both he and his Amer- 
ican wife are personal favorites of the Czar 
it is likely that the captain will soon be 
set at liberty.

TEXAS COMPANIES 
FOR TEXAS TOWNS 
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SHOULD FRANCHISE RECEIVERS 
BE HOME CORPORATIONS? 


A. QUESTION AT SAN ANTONIO 


Special Election to Be Held on the 10th 
Will Decide It and May Set 
a Precedent. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 5.—An inter- 
esting question will be settled at a special 
election to be held on the 10th inst. in this 
city. It is probable that the result of the 


election will operate as a precedent for 
other cities to follow in deciding the same 
question, 

The issue is: Whether the city council, 
in granting a franchise for gas and elec- 
tris light systems, the company receiving 
the franchise shall be required to incor- 
porate under the laws of Texas, or shall 
o —- to incorporate in another 
state. ’ 

The city council has been torn over this 
question for some weeks. The electric light- 
ing and gas systems of the city are now 
controlled by one company, and the council 
started out to provide competition by grant- 
ing another franchise. There were two ap- 
plicants—one a local man, representing lo- 
cal capital, and the other a northern man, 
representing northern capital. Both exhib- 
ited the greatest eagerness for the fran- 
chise, and as their offers were equally lib- 
eral, it was finally decided to adopt an or- 
dinance in blank, and receive bids from 
these applicants and any others that might 
desire to come in for the franchise. 

But when it came to paces a franchisa, 
the Council spit on the foreign incorpo- 
ration question. William Mac ensie, the, 
applicant representing northern capital, 
gave notice that he would. withdraw from 
the fleld if required to incorporate in i'ex- 
as. A majority of the Council thereupon 
adopted an ordirance permitting a foreign 
incorporation. The mayor promptly vetoed 
it, and the opposition coutd not muster the 
two-third necessary to override the veto. 

The mayor took the ound in his veto 
message, that the city of San Antonio is in- 
corporated under the laws of Texas, and 
hence should require those receiving Spe 
cial privileges ir the form of franchisas 
to take their Hfe from the same source. 
He pointed out that if the company were 
incorporated outside of Texas ali litigation 
would be taken into the federa) court, thus 
lacing the ay at a decided disadvantage. 
Fe also urged the purely sentimental] argu 
ment that a company asking for specaili 
privileges in a Texas city should be willing 
to incorporate under Texas laws. 

The mayor and his friends are deter- 
mined to appeal to the people for a vindi- 
cation of -their position, and the ‘Council 
has consented to submit the question to 
the eg: at the coming election.

Slayer of Lyons Now Admits That He 
Was in Douglas County 
in 1869. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 5.—James W1il- 
son, convicted of the murder in 1869 of Or- 
ville Lyons, has admitted his igentity. The 
defense was solely along the line that Wili- 
son never lived in Douglas County. 

His sister met him Here last night. 

“IT don't want to say, re ya bont oe 
scene at Lyons’ house,”’ he said, “though I

it. Lyons had a pistol all the time and had

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Terrible Experience of Major 
Waller’s Men. 


FOR DAYS WITHOUT FOOD 


FILIPINOS HAD SOME BUT HID IT 
FROM SOLDIERS. 


Survivors’ Stories of the Expedition in 
a Hostile Country, in Which Ten 
Americans Fell From Ex- 
haustion. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—The court- 
martial of Maj. Littleton W. T. Waller and 
Lieut. John H. A. Day of the marine corps 
at Manila, on the charge of killing without 
trial three natives in the Island of Samar, 


is exciting the greatest interest and concern 
in the navy department and the service. 

The case attracts notice because the al- 
leged offenses were committeed :n Base¢y, 
just after Waller's perilous march, attended 
with awful hardships, across Samar. The 
expedition cost ten men by starvation and 
exhaustion, and another who died afterward 
in hospital from the effects of the privations 
that all the survivors had shared with him. 

fhe charges are that Maj. Waller and 
Lieut. Day killed, in the streets of Basey, 
on the east coast of Samar, three uative 
stevedores., 

It is rumored that one of the killings 
was Gone in an atrocious manner. This 
story is that the native was tied to a tree 
and shot in the thigh. Next day he was 
shot in the arms; the day after in the 
body, and finally, on the fourth day, he 
was killed. 

These stevedores or carriers were with 
the expedition on its march across the 
island last December. The stevedores dur- 
ing the journey, when all of Waller’s com- 
mand were on the verge of starvation, mu- 
tinied and deserted the expedition. They 
iy ceeded to the foothilis, wnere, by their 

nowledge of the country, they were able 
to find a quantity of native 
ca‘led camotes. 

They concealed this food, refusing. to 
share it with the Americans, saying that 
when the latter had perished of hunger 
they would possess the arms and ammuni- 
tion of the party. 

The killing of these men was done after 
the arrival of Waller and Day at Basey, 
their objective point on the coast. The 
basis of the charge is that if the three 
men were deserving of death, they should 
have been execut after due trial as pro- 
vided by the regulations. Had they been 
convicted of mutinous conduct, treachery 
and of all actions prejudicial to the tafety 
of Waller’s command, they might have been 
sentenced to death. Mr. Day, presumably, 
only obeyed his superior. 

It is brought forward in the discussion 
of the case that Maj. Waller's sufferings 
had temporarily unbalanced his judgment. 

It is known that for days after his ar- 
rival at Basey he was unable to give a 
clear account of al! that had nappenes in 
the interior of the island during his jour- 
ney.

Maj. Waller has cabled to his wife the 
Soowmne message: ‘Misleading reports;

The story of the ill-fated expedition is 
outlined as follows: In the last w 0 
December, 1901, Maj. Waller started from 
Lanang, on the east coast, with a detach- 
ment of marines to cross the southern end 
of the Island of Samar to maner situated 
on a gulf that opens into a gulf route to 
Manila. The country is mountainous and 
traversed by a river. With Maj. Waller 
he Capt. Porter and Lieut. R. P. Will- 
ams. 

The maps of Samar are misleading, and 
the trail had been iterated in many 
rplaces by jungle growth and floods. The 
mountain streams were torrents. Progress 
was slow and the rations of the pary, pro- 
visioned for only the estimated ten days of 
oe ty-five miles—became ex- 

austed. 


The Story of 

Their Sufferings. 

The report of Lieut. W. R. Shoemaker, 
of the navy, who conducted a relief expe- 
dition, gives the clearest account of the 
subsequent sufferings of the party. Mr. 
Shoemaker writes: 


“Capt. Porter and Lieut. A. 8. Williams, 
in conversation gave me substantially the 
following account of their wensernge: 

“On Jan. 1, being then on half: rations, 
with very little food left, Maj. Waller de- 
cided to split the party—he tak ng 16 of ¢t 
strongest men and pushing on for Basey, 
and Capt. Porter folowing his tretl as rap- 
idly as possible with the mein : 

“On the 24, a native came back from 
Waller with a note stating that he, Wal- 
ler, had given up the idea of getting 
through ahd would return, and directin 
Porter to make directly for the river an 
build rafts for the entire party. This Por- 
ter tried to do, but failed to find wood that 
would float. 

“It was raining hard at this time, 
the river was about 10 feet above its 
mal jevel and running with violence. 
Maj. Waller did not appear, Potter sent 
Capt. Bearss to him to ascertain his plans, 
then return and report. Bearss failed vw 
return, but reached Waller and went on 
with him. 

“On the $d, I think, Porter pushed ahead 
to get assistance with eight of the ak 
est men, leaving Williame to follow wi 
the arsepied and lame as far as the boat, 
secret on the way up, to be used in an 
emergency like the present. 

“Porter reached the boat. but found she 
had been damaged and was unfit for use; 
so he started on a 2%-mile ‘bike’ for La- 
nang, reached there with three men on the 
afternoon of the lith. Five men had given 
out, but, living on two dogs that strayed 
their way. they finally reached the post. 

“The relief expedition, under Lieut. Wil- 
liams, First Infantry, on accrunt of the 
height of the river, was unal.e to get away 
until the morning of the 14th. Villiams 
deserves the highest praise for his 25 miles* 
fight against the current and up the rapids 
haulin is boats along by hand a good 
part of the way.

The relief party saw 
some coming from the direction of Her- 
mane; so it is probable that the insur- 
gents about there got wind of ihe desper- 
ate condition of the marines and were hur- 
rying up to take advantage of it. Rellef 
came just in time. 

“It took practically ali of Jan. 18 to get 
the sufferers, 31 In number, including two 
officers, 18 on stretchers unable to move, 
across the river and out through the surf 
to the vessel. The job was finished at 6:30 
Pp. m., and at 7 we started for Tacloban di- 
rect, as an army surgeon at Lanang said 
Uhat an hour saved in transit might mean 
an arm or a leg to some. We reached ‘a- 
cloban at 8a. m., and the worst cases wers 
at once transferred to the hospital. 

‘The others, including eight or ten na- 
tives, not included in the above total of 
31, I transported to Bassey, seeking Maj. 
Waller. His party a rs, from the state- 
ments of the officers, to have been reduced 
to nearly the same extremity as the other. 
They had practically given up hope when 
the opportune capture of @ small y, the 
only native seen, reguited in their getting 

to the coast."’

Jesse Broke Up 
Political Meeting. 

Three months after: this first clash of the 
Bentley and Ramey factions the warlike 
Jesse Ramey, brandishing his gun, dashed 
into a political meeting that was being held 
in Buckhannon County, Virginia, and an- 
nounced with fine poetic fervor:

Will Bentley, a young son of Sheik James 
Bentley, narrowly escaped a couple of bul- 
lets. He drew his gun and fired three shots 
at Jesse Ramey. Ramey dodged behind the 
chairman’s desk and quick as lightning 
worked around back of a row of benches 
and got out of the hall uninjured. For 
aantee afterward he aeeat his time in the 
mountains, dodging bullets from the rifles 
of enraged Bentleys. 

Thus far the contest had been bloodless 
and Pike County rather enjoyed the ex- 
citement. 

‘But it does look like,’’ said a Pikeville 
citizen, as he trimmed off a chunk of 
“chawin’ terbaccer,’’ ‘“‘it does look like that 
these here. Bentleys and Rameys is the all 
firedest poorest shots in Kentucky!’’ 

This remark was circulated about in the 
mountain huts. It was not calculated to 
settle the feud, because the mountaineer’s 
intensest pride is in the fact that he 
“knows how to shoot and ride.’’

it,”” said the unsuspecting Sheik Bentley. 
Next day Old Man Bentley went over into 
Virginia to attend to some lumber deals, 
content in the thought that Rile's olive 
branch had been proffered and accepted.

But no sooner was his back turned than 

trouble broke out. The irrepressable Jesse 
Ramey destroyed some of the Bentley prop- 
erty, threatened the lives of the children 
and grossly insulted Bentley’s wife. 
Jesse Ramey, as it happened, had never 
properly understood the quality of Mrs. 
Bentley's temper. Mrs. Bentley is a type 
of the strenuous mountaineer woman. 


Born and bred in Kentucky, of powerful 
physique, quick of i and long training in 
che handling of the Winchester, she proved 
herself more than a match for the scion of 
the Ramey tribe, .

The man with Ramey seized Bentley’s 
weapon and Ramey, leaning away over, 
reached under the neck of the bie roan 
mare he rode and shot Bentley full in the 
breast. 

With a tremendous effort the wounded 
Bentley wrenched himself free and re- 
turned the firs, peppering Ramey three 
times, but not wounding him seriously. 
Ramey fell from his horse, but continued 
to shoot, putting a bullet through Bentley’s 
shoulder. Bentley tumbled over. Help was 
summoned and they carried the dying sheik 
into the nearest mountain hut. Rile Ka- 
mey, bleeding from three flesh wounds, led 
the way, his smoking revolver in hand. Te 
watched bentley for awhile and then got 
on his horse and rode away. Bentley died 
in a few hours, 

Bill Ramey made for The Breaks, and 
like some robber chieftain cof old installed 
himself in his moonshine cave, where, with 
his Winchester. he could defy all comers. 
Jim McCoy, who js the head of the McCoy 
faction in the Hatfield-McCoy feud, as we'!l 
as deputy sheriff of Pike County, followed 
the fugitive to the foot of his stronghold 
and then gave up the chase. Brave as he 
is, and few have a better record for brav- 
ery in Pike County than Jim McCoy, the 
ascent of that formidable cliff in the face 
of Ramey’s Winchester was more than he 
cared: to undertake. The Bentley family, 
therefore, offered a reward of $500 and 
called to their aid the famous John Wright 
of Letcher County, who has the réputation 
for killing 27 men in his various raids, 
Wright is thoroughly versed in the practi- 
cal method of dislodging his victims from 
mountain caves, no matter how high up 
they may be.

DALLAS, Tex., April 5.—The Auditorium 
building at the State Fair Grounds, to be 
used by the National Confederate reunion 
to meet here April 22, fell at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. A number of persons were badly 
hurt, five or six seriously. A large number 
of persons in the building escaped unin- 
jured. The property loss will probably 
reach $25,000. Reunion managers say there 
will be no postponement of the reunion. 


FAULTS OF CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 


Secretary Shaw Replies to Women Who 
Complain of Ill Treatment. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw has sent a letter to each of 


the women who recently signed a paper ad- 
dressed to him complaining of the ill-treat- 
ment, etc., at the hands of baggage in- 
spectors at the port of New York. The let- 


ter states that on receipt of the petition a 
circular letter was sent to each signer ask- 
ing a more specific statement and the facts 
upon which the conclusion recited in the pe- 
tition were. based. 

This circular was: sent to 1020: women 
whose addresses were given in the petition. 
A little over 300 were returned for want of 
sufficient address. Of the remaining 700, 
the department ‘has received 185 answers on 
the following grievances: That receipted 
bills are not accepted as proof of value; 
that.duties are often imposed: on old cloth- 
ing;.that frunks are emptied on the wharf; 
that impertinent questions are asked and re- 
marks made which are humiliating. 

The want of definite charges, thie secre- 
tary’s letter continues, renders it well-nigh 
impossible to conduct a specific investiga- 
tion. The department, he says, will.do all 
in its power to reduce légitimate cause of 
complaint to the minimum. The secretary 
says he is surprised that the ladies wno 
signed the petition report’ so little pérsonal 
inconvenience. 

The secretary then quotes the law re- 
garding a declaration and an examination, 
and’says that in the face of this statute he 
does not see how. either the declaration or 
the examination can be omitted. In con- 
clusion: he says. 

“And, now, with regard to remedies: It 
is the intentfon of the department to pre- 
pare a circular containing suggestions to 
travelers, the same to given them as 
they are leaving our ports, and it, is hoped 
this will be of assistance in preparing a 
correct schedule for examination on their 
return. In addition, a deputy will always 
be in. attendance, to whom any incivility 
can ‘be reported. Other modifications will 
be made from time to time-as they are 
found. practicable.’’

A meeting of the directors of the World's

President Francis was interviewed yes- 
terday on the question of the postpone- 
ment which has been indicated and hinted 
from various sources for six months past. 

The renort from Washington that the 
government building cannot be completed 
by May 1, 1903, for lack of steel for the 
trusses, and the recent request of the Ital- 
lan government for longer time for the 
preparation of its exhibit, were cited. 

“Do you consider these indications of 
possible postponement?’ he was asked. 

“T can’t talk about that matter,” said 
President Francis. ‘‘Nothing can be said 
about it until some official action is taken. 
At present the directors are on record as 
intending to hold the Fair in 1903.” 

“Has the passing of the bond Dill 
and the favorable action of state legisla- 
tures made it possible to discuss postpone- 
ment without hurting the Fair?” 

“Such discussion does no good now. I 
was of the opinion some time ago that it 
would do especial harm then, with import- 
ant legislation pending. But I cannot talk 
on the subject, as nothing official has 
been done. EVEN IF SUCH ACTION 
WERE CONTEMPLATED, I COULD NOT 
TALK ABOUT IT NOW. IT WOULD 
HAVE TO COME OFFICIALLY IN THE 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE DIRECTORS. 
AT PRESENT NOTHING IN THAT DI- 


RECTION IS CONTEMPLATED.” 
Congressman Charles F. Joy, who has 


been active in promoting World’s Fair 
legislation in the House, was a visitor at 
Fair headquarters yesterday afternoon, but 
departed without seeing President Francis, 
who was out of his office at the time.

On March 15, Gov. A. M. Dockery replied 
to a letter from the Stone Hill Wine Co., 
Hermann, Mo., in which his advice about 


the company’s proposed exhibit was 
sought, that he -did not think the /Fair 
would be held in 1993. He later repeated 
this expression of opinion, but said he had 
no official knowlédge that the date would 
be’ changed. 

A request from the Italian government 
for a postponement of the Fair, to af- 
ford more time for making réady its exhib- 
it; was made public March 26, through the 
state department.

Pennsylvania Train to Make This Time 
Tomorrow to Test Air- 


brakes.

ALTOONA, Pa.. April 5.—The Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Co. and the Westinghouse Air- 
brake Co. will run a train of six coaches 
at 110 miles an hour cn Monday for the 
sole purpose of determining how quickly 
its terrific momentum may be checked.

The expectation of peace resulting from 
the present negotiations in South Africa is 
steadily waning.

WROUGHT IN MARBLE. 


The Princess, Proud of Going About 
Incognitio, Displays an Ingenuity 
in Disguising Herself So That 
Even Her Own Husband Can- 
not Recognize Her. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, April 5.—Princess Louise, who 
is the wife of the Duke of Argyle, formerly 
the Marquis of Lorne, has done more for 
the perpetuation of the memory of her 
mother, Queen Victoria, than all the pomp 
and ceremony of mourning of king and 
court have achieved. 

The statue of the gracious monarch, lov- 
‘mgly wrought in marble by this daughter, 


a sculptor of rare merit, who more than any 
other inherited Victoria’s impetuous tem- 
perament (by Ft and grief so sadly dis- 
ciplined), stand in its niche in the Manches- 
ter Cathedral, a blending of womanly 
sweetness and power. The pose the prin- 
cess has chosen shows the Queen in her 
robe, of state, the crown upon her brow, the 
scepftre and globe tn either hand. 

The statue bears a close resemblance to 
the Canadians’ favorite figure of the sover- 
eign found in their, public parks. The face, 
that of maturity, still suggests the in- 
domitable youth, which, to the last, was 
the Queen’s happiest gift. 

It was unveiled March 12 by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales, and is one of the 
city’s most treasured possessions.

The Duchess of Argyle is the third 
daughter of the Queen, and admittedly the 
most beautiful and talented of that ex- 
tensive family, if the least inclined to re- 
gard conventional restrictions. Since the

Louise meekly offered to finish the shirt 
for her if she would fetch the coveted wa- 
ter. And, when the woman returned to 
find a neatly ironed garment awaiting her, 
hed deft guest informed her who she was 

Needless to say, that shirt was re- 
served as a priceless treasure. The duchess 
wanders caeuss the foreign galleries and 
studies and bric-a-brac shops in the same 
way. Her intense objection to being pro- 
tographed is presum@ ly traceable to her 
desire to escape too great familiarity to 
the public eye. 

In her charities the princess is whole 
souled. She has personally cared for the 
sick and wounded soldiers in her conva- 
lescent home at Clachan.

“The necessities growing out of the vast 
ve re pangs capacity in this country,, said 

nator Hanna, “have forced the condi- 
tion of the aggregation of capital; the cre- 
ation of wealth in concrete form. To ab- 
sorb it and to render it valuable as an in- 
dustrial investment, we must have indus- 
trial peace. The Civic Federation is be- 
gianins to lay the foundation of such a re- 


Owing to many nationalities represented 
Among the laboring class, the speaker 
said, the work of the civic federation must 
be principally educational. 

“This question,”” he continued, “rests in 
the people’s hands. If we have not the 
Sympathy of the people we cannot hope to 
Succeed. My experience of 30 years as an 
employer has taught me that the em- 
ployer is expected to go more than half 
way in meeting the employes. We are re- 
*ponsible to provide work and to see that 
the men shall receive a fair share of the 
benefits. T believe in ‘organized labor and 
as it is a demonstrated fact that labor con- 
ditions are benefited when entrusted to an 
honest leader, organized labor is a condi- 
tion that must be met.’’ 

Senator Hanna denounced sociali as 
inimical to society and to industr ‘Ae- 
velopment. Socialistic ideas, he said, are 
“unamerican and unnatural to us as a 
people.’’ 

President Gompers’ remarks referred 
chiefly to the question of strikes and lock- 
®uts. Much as a strike of laboring men is 
to be deplored, he said, such action oy 
the wage-earners is the highest civilized ex 
aon of discontent among workmen. 

strike is a protest against wrong and 
injustice when there-is no other way of 
securing redress. 

“Every means within the power of every 
man, capitalist, laborer or neutral,’’ said 
the speaker, ‘‘should be exerted to avert 
strikes. Yet there are some things worse 
than strikes—among them a degraded, de- 
based or demoralized manhood. No matter 
what may be the result of a strike, if the 
workmen's organization is maintained an 
economic yo has been gained or a 50- 
cial defeat prevented.’’

The date of that race, however, is two 
months away, and the uncertainties and 
mishaps* of the turf may alter conditions 
materially in that time, but if it were to 
come off in the present week there is no 
horse among the 97 which are eligible that 
would stand a better chance of capturing 
it than he. 

When George C. Bennett refused $20,000 
for him it is probable that he believed he 
had a strong lien on the great Chicago 
event, and as he is a man of wide experi- 
erce in that line and a generous and Ilfbera! 
supporter of his stable in the betting ring, 
he may have hopes of making a small 
fortune on the gallant son of Hanover 
and Cheesestraw.

JOSEPH HUSH COVERED TWENTY- 
EIGHT MILES IN A DAY. 


KNOWN AGE iS 108 YEARS 


He Possesses All His Faculties, With 
Exception of Hearing, and Is 
Very Active. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SOUTH BEND, Ind., April 5.—Joseph 
Hush, the oldest man in South Bend end 
probably the oldest man in America, {3 a 
remarkable sample of longevity and health. 
Despite his 108 years he performed a feat 
Sunday which most men many years his 
junior would hesitate to do. He walked 
from the county farm, where he res{des, to 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Charles 
Shepherd, near Terre Coupee, a distance of 
14 miles, and after completing his visit 
walked back to the asylum, thus covering 


28 miles in one day. 

Hush manages to make this trip three 
times each year. He says the longing to be 
at the old homestead cannot be conquered, 
and his greatest delight is to visit the 
scenes of his younger days. 

That Hush is as old as he claims there Is 
no doubt, many of the old-time residents of 
the city remembering him as a zray-haired 
man when they were boys. Years ago Hush 
looked after the toll gate which led to the 
famous Corduroy road over the swamp west 
of South Bend, and they tell many inter- 
esting stories of the old man. 

With the exception of his hearing, which 
is almost hey Hush is in full possession 
of all of his faculties, is of medium height 
and stands as erect as a young man, sel- 
dom using even a cane, though he often 
carries one. 

He was born in New Jersey in 1793, and 
has a clear recoilection of the Hamilton- 
Rurr duel, which was fought on the shore 
of New Jersey, opposite New York, in July 
1804. He lived at the time near where 
Flamilton lost his life, and he says the incl- 
dent was for many months a topic at every 
fireside. 

He has been a farmer all his life. He 
moved to Berrien County, Michigan, from 
Ohio about 1825, settling near New Buffalo, 
where he married. Hie lived at Olive 
Branch, Ind., 34 years, and then moved to 
the log cabin on the bog farm near what is 
known as Grapevine, where he lived for 
20 years, until taken to the county asylum 
a Tew years ago. He has used tobacco for 
more than’ sixty years and always took a 
drink of liquor when he felt like it. His 
eyesight is shalp and his voice yet clear. 

The records of his birth are contained in 
& yellow old Bible, which he inherited from 
his parents. He has three children living— 
one in New York, one in Chicago and the 
third, Mrs. Charles Sheperd, on the old

None of the Aldermen Know the Man 
They Voted For and Now They

BOSTON, April 5.—Cambridge offi- 
clals and politicians are deeply interested 
at present in solving the mystery of the 
Jeremiah Crowleys.

Jeremiah Crowley is an engine wiper, and lives 
at 149 Otle street. 

Jeremiah. Crowley is a coal heaver, and lives at 
1 Lilac street. 

Jeremiah Crowley is a shoemaker, and lives at 
553 Franklin street. 

A reporter spent last evening with the 
Jeremiah Crowleys in Cambridge, and he 
found four of them with clear, definite ideas 
as to who is or who is not the overseer- 
elect. Jeremiah Crowley, assistant su- 
nerintendent, says that, of course, he is the 
man who was elected. Jeremiah Crowley, 
engine wiper, says there is no doubt he 
was chosen for the office by the alder- 
men and councilmen.

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CECIL RHODES’ WILL. 


The will of Cecil Rhodes is a historical documént of the first 
importance. It shows plainly enough what manner of man the 
South African pioneer was. 

Cecil Rhodes was a strange combination of practical man and 
idealist. The one stes only the Immediate fact; the other secs 
only the fact, beyond. Rhodes saw both and worked not only for 
today and tomorrow, but, so far as man can, for all_time. 

He understood his own race better than any other English- 
man. Alone among his countrymen, years ago, he grasped the 
significance of America and foresaw the part this nation was 
destined to play in the affairs of the world. Long ago hé saw the 
value of federaiism and made English publicists and statesmen 
realize the importance of the American experimept to the British 
empire. 

To unite the Sngieh speaking races is the central idea of th‘s 
remarkable will. “I ‘destre,” he says, “to encourage and foster 
an appreciation of the advantages- which I implicitly trust, will 


the world, and to encourage in the students from the United States 
who will benefit by these scholarships, an attachment to the 
country from which they have gprung, but without, I hope, with- 
drawing them or their sympathies from thé land of. their birth.” 

In the midst of a savage war, which many believe he instigated, 
he yet thinks of peace as the highest good. “‘A good understand- 
ing between England, Germany and the United States will secure 
the peace of the world, and educational relations form the strorg- 
est tie.” 

So the man who, in life, taught that nothing could be done 
without money, acknowledges in his testament that ideas rule 
the world. Rhodes contradicts himself, like all large men who 
‘contain multitudes.” 

In shies strange will Rhodes appears, not as an Englishman, 
but as a man, with ideals not national, but human. He must

Geologists find plenty of indisputable evi- 
dence of volcanoes, once active but now 
extinct, at various’ points along. the 
coast, and even now several hundred 
small cones are vomiting volcanic matter 
in the ‘lower desert of California. That 
the heart of mother earth is still troubled 
is evidenced by frequent earthquakes, 
and what surprises she may have in 
store for the world may only be guessed 
at. .There has been no year since the 
history of events were made a matter 
of record here but there have been one 
or more earthquake shocks. 


The Record 
of Earthquakes. 
During the 15 years from 1850 to 1865, no 
less than 10 earthquakes were recorded 


for the state of Cal'fornia. Some of these 
were slight, others did a good deal of dam- 
ange. The shock of March 20, 1898, damaged 
the Tinited States navy yard at Mare isi.

are the result of the internal disturbances 


‘which are responsible for the earthquakes 


so frequent in southern California. 

The residents of Santa Catalina and 
San Clemente have long been partially con- 
scious that certain changes ‘were tak 
place, but the.change has been so grad 
that it has not impressed them to any 
great extent. If the tides roll a little furth- 
er up the beach or the waves dash a little 
higher up the rocks this year than last 
they have Imagined that they imagined it 
and have let it go at that. 


The Island 
Is Slowly Sinking. 

A recent investigation by scientific men 
of the University of California has disclosed 
the fact that the Island of Santa Catalina 
lies 270 feet lower than it did some years 
ago. That this sink:ng is Dg ey local and 
not a general depression of the coast or of 
any considerable section of country is prov- 
en by the fact of the elevation of the matn- 
land, 20 miles to the east, and of San Clem-

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Ran Down the Murderer of 
His Father. 


FOUND IN KENTUCKY PRISON 


HAD SETTLED NEAR SCENE OF 
HIS CRIME. 


Was Finally Arrested for Kukluxing 
and Sent to the Frankfort Peni- 
tentiary, Only to Be Discov- 
ered by His Pursuer. 


SCOTTSVILLE, Ky., April 5.—The pros- 
pect for a legal hanging in Monroe County, 
the first since its formation, is flattering. 
Back of it lies the best ptece of amateur 
detective work brought to light in the state 
since ex-Sheriff W. P. Comer ran to earth 
and to the penitentiary the notorious 
Reeves brothers, who blew safes from 
Maine to Florida. and who virtually wiped 
the town of Tompkinsville from their map. 

The killing of Rev. W. K. Dempsey by 
a burglar whom he was endeavoring to ar- 


rest at the home of Clem Rich, near the 
village \of Flippon, is still fresh in the 
minds of the people, and lIikewise the 
wounding of King, one of the burglars, who 
was afterwards sent to the penitentiary 
from the Monroe Circuit court for com- 
plicity !n the killing. When the wounded 
robber became unable to travel he was 
left at a farmhouse near the home of Rich, 
and the slayer of Dempsey and his other 
confederate disappeared as completely as if 
the earth had opened and swallowed them. 


The Search 
Was Relentless. 
Here the work of determining the where- 
abouts of the man who killed the preacher 
began, and a more relentless hounding has 


never been given a criminal by detectives 
of the old school than was that given the 
murderer by Will Dempsey, a son of the 
dead man. Strikingly singular as the state- 
ment may appear, the murderer halted in 
roma less than 40 miles frOm 
the scene of the killing, and had not his 
natural inclination to get into trouble taken 
possession of him, might be there today as 
safe from detection as if in the ‘‘Land of 
the oe Sun,’’ but unhappily for him 
and happily for his ot seal he took part 
with some “neighborhood  regulators,”’ 
known in the mountains as ‘‘kukluxes,’’ and 
was subsequently arreStfed, tried and sen- 
tenced to five years’ confinement in the 
Frankfort postage ant G 
During his ay in the jail at Burkesville 
Will Dempsey visited him, hoping that the 
criminal might perchance prove to the man 
who had brought desolation to his home. 
Fortune favored him, for the. whitecapper 
was none other than the man who defied a 
posse with odds against him, deliberately 
blew out Dempsey’s life and placing Clem 
Rich between him and danger or apparent 
danger, walked off as free as the wind. 
Dempsey was positive in his identification, 
as were also Clem Rich and Kirk Sim- 
mons;-who accompanied him, and at the 
last term of the Monroe Circuit Court an 
indictment was returned against the man, 
whose name is Davidson. 


Little Doubt 
the Man Is Guilty. 

Link after link has been gradually added 
to the chain until no room for doubt Is 
left that Rev. Dempsey was murdered by 
Davidson. His photo has been identified by 
a Tennesseean with whom the three burg- 
lars stopped while en route to Kentucky 
after blowing a safe near Hartsville, Tenn., 
and for which crime Dempsey was en- 
deavoring to arrest them, and he has signi- 


fied his willingness to testify tn court that 
Davidson and King were at his house on 
the day before the killing. Further than 
this, when Davidson was incarcerated in 
the Frankfort prison the guards soon ob- 
served that King, who had preceded him 
from the Monroe Circuit Court, ,was no 
stranger to him, and all efforts to prevent 
the men from conversing when thrown to- 
year proved futile until at last Warden 

liard instructed the guards to separate 
them entirely. 

A petition signed by a host of men ask- 
ing Gov. Beckham to reprieve Davidson 
in order that he may be taken to Monr 
Count@# and tried for the crime, is how be- 
fore and at the proper time will be 
favorably acted upon. 

Davidson protests his innocence, but King, 
who is thought to be closely related to him, 
if in reality he is not his son, admitted to 
the warden that he (Davidson) is bitterly 
opposed to being taken to Monroe County, 
where, if the witnesses state what rumor 
credits them with, a death sentence will 
certainly be given them.

After leaving the panne, home when yet 
a youth, he went to Missouri and worked on 
a farm in Jackson County. He was indus- 
trious, frugal and won the esteem of all 
who knew him. Five years ago he learned 
that he had a sister two years younger 
than himself, living at Poughkeepsie. He 
immediately went to that place and took 
her with him to Missouri. She had been 
taken into a kind family after the death 
of their mother and given excellent ad- 
vantages.

Turned Up.

LANCASTER, Pa., April 5.—Lancaster 
has a man of mystery. He tis lodged in the 
county jail, where: he has been since Feb. 
8. His face is swathed in bandages, there is 
a bullet in his neck near the jugular vein, 
and the authorities think that in him they 
have captured the leader of a gang of bank 


robbers. He says he is John Thomas of 
Bath, Me., but no one knows him in Bath, 
and he is willing to furnish $6000 ball if the 
Lancaster officials will let him out of jail. 

The officials are sure that John Thomas 
was shot in the mouth while taking part in 
an attempted robbery of a bank at Gap, 
Pa., that John Thomas can produce $6000 
bail; that, for a bank robbery, John Thomas 
has some influential friends, and that his 
name is not John Thomas. 

But they would like to know the pris- 
oner’s real name and address; how it hap- 
pens that he has well-to-do friends and 
who they are, and why he descended to 
robbing a country bank. 

But he refuses to talk, his counsel will 
not talk and the Lancaster jail is quaran- 
tined. The third week in April is set for 
his trial,-and until them Thomas is a man 
of mystery. 

About 1:30 on the morning of Feb. 8 a 
gang of men, said to have been eight in 
number, attempted to rob the Gap National 
Bank at Gap, Pa. Gap is 17% miles from 
Lancaster. David Stamix, who is watchman 
for half a dozen properties in Gap, was 
walking from the railroad station to the 
benk shortly before 2 o'clock in the morn- 
me when a man stepped out of the shadow 
pointed a revolver and ordered him to throw 
up his hands. He did so, but brought a pis- 
tol from his hip pocket at the same time. 
The stranger was within two feet of Stamix 
at the time, and the watchman blazed at 
the man’s head. Down dropped the strang- 
er, and immediately three or four men be- 
gan shooting at the watchman. 


Watchman 
Fought the Crowd. 

Stamix emptied his revolver at the crowd 
and when three other men came running 
from the bank the watchman coolly re- 
loaded his pistol and aimed at them. Then 
the citizens of Gap woke up, persons hur- 
ried from houses and the robbers fled. 

An examination of the bank showed the 
front door open. In the door of the safe a 
hole two inches deep had been drilled. In 
the back of the vault some of the bricks 
had been blow away with dynamite. The 
robbers had not secured any plunder. Some 
of the tools they used had n stolen from 
the toolhouse of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Co., near the station. 

The afternoon of the attempted robbery 
@ man with his face bandaged with a 
handkerchief was arrested on a Lancaster 
accommodation train. The watchman iden- 
tified him as the man he had shot—there 
wererpowder marks on the prisoner’s chin, 
showing how close the pistol must have 
been to his face when it was discharged. 

Ata adage mo A hearing he was repre- 
sented by able counsel. e prisoner said 
he was a stationer in Bath, Me., and that 
his name was John Thomas. When 
searched a 38-caliber revolver was found on 
him, also $100.74. The watchman’s bullet 
had entered the jaw to the left of ‘the 
mouth, carrying away a ‘tooth. It had then 
been deflected and had lodged in the neck. 

Later, counsel for Thomas appeared be- 
fore Judges Livingston and andis and 
made an unsuccessful attempt to have their 
client released on bail. he fact was 
brought out that bail would be furnished by 
Thomas J. Calnan, and that Mr. Calnan 
did not know the prisoner and had never 
seen him. Calnan said that he took no risk 
because the City Trust, Savings & Deposit 
Co. indemnified him. Thn, who will tn- 
demnify the trust company? asked the pub- 
lic. It was said that the gang of robbers 
was woes to put up the money and that 
if the bail was made twice as large the 
procuring of the amount would be easy. 

Ex-Attorney-General Hensel opposed the 
accepting of the bail for Thomas, giving 
as his opinion that the man would “‘skip. 

Col. Eshelman retorted warmly that his 
client was a man of ready money and prop- 
erty, and the money offered for bail was 
his own, John Thomas.’

Amid the motley throng of ne’er-do-wells 
with which Jerusalem is overfilled the 
American colony stands out in rellef for 
its thrift and general helpfulness. The Mo- 
hammedans esteem the colony most highly, 
but the missionaries, strange to relate, are 
their most violent opponents. ‘This is es- 
pecially true of American missionaries. 

A Swede who visited the colony lately 
to see his countrymen who had joined it 
pays a high tribute to the spirit which he 
found to prevail. He says: 

“First among trem have I found some- 
thing of true Christianity. I had sought 
the Lord in many places in Jerusalem, but 
I found him not. And I came to the con- 
clusion that if Christ came to the city where 
he was crucified, died and was buried he 
would go direct to this house of the Amer- 
ican family. ‘here he would be known and 
loved. Not to the Church of the Holy 
Sepulcher would he go, where his profess- 
ing followers, Catholics, Armenians and 
Copts, often come to grief in sight of his 
reputed tombs, so that Turkish soldiers 
must separate them and keep them from 
killing one another. 

‘Neither would he go to the fashionable 
German and English Protestant churches, 
where much would put him in mind of his 
old tomb in Joseph of Aramathea's garden. 
But. as in former days, at eventide ho 
turned his steps and crossed the Mount of 
Olives to the home of the sisters of Bethany 
he would hasten his steps to our friends 
outside the Damascus gate and turn in 
there and hold communion with them ad 
they with him.’

HIS MARBLE MANSION LEVELED 
TO THE DUST.

NEW YORK, April 5.—Strange as the 
fate which pursued Alexander T. Stewart, 
destroyed the buildings which he reared 
as monuments and even robbed the grave 
of his body.

His mansion of marble, which 
cost a million dollars; has been leveled to 
the dust and a dealer in second-hand mate- 
rials guve a few hundred dollars for the 
useful rubbish. The Workingwomen’s Hotel, 
one of the projects which was dear to his 
heart, has become the scene of tragedy and 
ruin. The house which he bought from M. 
Depau painted and decorated and furnished 
with ¢lass and mahogany and gold, has 
been torn down, and in its stead is a lodg- 
ing house. Niblo's Garden has been razed, 
the Metropolttan and the St. Nicholas 
hotels have long since dicappeared. 

The city in Long Island which was to 
have been the center of a new life did not 
fulfill his expectations and the great care- 
vansury which he buflt there is closed for a 
large part of the year.

when he has all the facts in hand it is ex- 
pected that he will take vigorous action. 
This is the second lynching that has oc- 
curred in Alabama since Governor Jelks 
assumed the duties of the office of chief 
executive, and in the former case he of- 
fered rewards for the arrest and conviction 
of the “unkhown persons,’’ with the result 
that several of the participants are now! 
serving terms in the penitentiary. So far 
the governor has not offered rewards for 
the Pike County lynchers, but he is in com- 


munication with the sheriff and solicitor, 
and when full information is obtained an 
attempt will be made to bring the guilty 
persons to justice. 

A letter from Sheriff Reeves of Pike in 
answer to one from the governor calling 
for a report in the case contradicts the 
statement that the negro was taken from 
the sheriff by the mob. The lynching oc- 
curred in the country several miles from 
Troy, which is the county seat, and the fie- 
gro was “dead and buried” before informa+ 
tion of the affair reached the sheriff's of- 
fice. Sheriff Reeves is known as one of 
the bravest officials in the state, and no 
one whe knows the official believes that 
he would surrender a prisonér to a mob 
without resistance.

The February grandjury was discharged by Judge Ryan yesterday after making 
its en gia describing the corruption in municipal affairs as ‘“‘almost too appalling 
for belief.” 

Pn April srandjury will convene tomorrow morning and begin work under Judge 
gias. 
Among the first matters it will take up will be the charge made by Delegates 
Sweeney, Cronin and Stannard that Speaker Kelly of the House of Delegates told 
Albert J. Rogers of the Rogers Elevator Co. that it would take $3000 to secure the 
passage of a bill granting the company certain wharfage privileges it wanted. 

The February jury returned indictments against Robert N..Snyder for bribery; 
Edward Butler and John H. Becker for attempted bribery, George J. Kobusch for per- 
jury; Joseph Donovan and George F. Becker for embezzlement; Thomas Heed and 
Charles Hobson for cashing bogus checks; Abraham Deeler and George Coleman for 
manslaughter; Ernest Keller and Henry Williams for grand larceny; Cyrus Owens and 
David Jones for attempted robbery; William Rodgers for being a habitual criminal; 
Thomas Reed for assault to kill, and Edward Mason for assault to maim. Follow- 
ing is the verbatim report made by the gSrandjury: 
St. Louis, Mo., April 5th, 1902. 
Hon. O'Neill Ryan, Judge Circuit Court, Division No. 9: 

The February grandjury, 1902, beg leave to submit the following report: 

We have been in session 38 days; have examined 1012 witnesses; have returned 106 
true bills and have ignored 15 bills. All of the true bills returned are for felonies. 

We have made bribery the subject of special investigation. The people of St. Louis 
have but a vague conception of the extent to which corruption and venality have ex- 
isted among their sworn officefs and public servants. 

The press of the city have from time to time published startling stories of 
slush funds used in procuring legislative ‘enactments for private enrichment with- 
out compensation to the city. Many have regarded these allegations as sensa- 


tional nferely, but we find the true condition of affairs 


ALMOST TOO APPALLING FOR BELIEF. 

A far-reaching and systematic scheme of corruption has been carried on for 
years by members of the Municipal Assembly. These members form what 
are called “combines” for the especial purpose of holding up prospective legis- 
lation until their demands in the way of money consideration are complied 


with. 

Instexd of discharging the duties of office for the public good, and in aceordance 
with their oath, they became organized gangs for plunder, using their office to enrich 
themseles at the people’s expense. Our investigation, covering more or jess fully a 
period of ten years, shows that with few exceptions no ordinance has Been passed 
wherein valuable privileges or franchises are granted, until those interested. in “the 
passage thereof have paid the legislators the money demanded for action in the par- 
ticular case. 

Combines in both branches of the Municipal Assembly are formed by members suf- 


ficient in number to control legislation. 
To one member of this combine is delegated the authority to act for the combine, 


and to

the money agreed upon as the price of his vote in support or oppostiton to a 
pending measure. 

So long has this practice existed, and that too, without interruption or hindrance, 
that such members have come to regard the receipt of money for action on pending 
measures as a legitimate perquisite of a legislator. 

No city has ever been so completely at the mercy of faithless public serv- 
ants. Wo municipal corporation has ever had its most valuable franchises 
so recklessly and scandalously disposed of for a consideration which found its 
way, not to the city treasury, but into the itching palms of the public pilfer- 
ers. 

An illustration of the criminal character of these municipal. legislators has 
arisen since the disclosures resulting from the recent investigations. The lower 
branch of the Municipal Assembly is now divided into two bitterly hostile fac- 
tions, and each, in the effort to dicredit the opposirg faction and to undermine 
its influence, charges that faction with laying the proofs of corruption before the 
. proper authorities. 

We have had before us many of those who have been, and most of those who 
are now, members of the House of Delegates. We regret to report that we have 
found a number of these utterly illiterate and lacking in ordinary intelligence, un- 
able to give a better reason for favoring or opposing a measure than a desire to 
act with the majority. 

No trace of mentality or morality could be found; in others, a low order 
of training appeared, united with base cunning, groveling instincts and sor- 
did desires. Unqualified to respond to the ordinary requirements of life, they 
are utterly incapable of comprehending the significance of an ordinance, 


ae incapacitated both by nature and by training to be the makers of 


} The choosing of such men to be legislators makes a travesty of justice, 
'. gets a premium on incompetency and deliberately poisons the very source of 
law. 


These men are elected by ward influence and at. a cost of many times the annual . 
pittance of $300 per annum paid them. Into the hands of such unworthy representa- 
tives are placed the revenue of the city, aggregating millions of dollars and franchises 
of inestimable value. 

These men, through their corrupt agent, approach the legislative representative of 
powerful combinations or corporations competing for valuable franchises, demand 
and receive for them sums of money ranging from $100 to $100,000 for their individ- 
ual vote and influence. 

The practice of selling votes has become so common that members of both houses 
playfully call one another ‘‘boodlers,’’ and jocularly and openly state the probable 
price paid for measures seeking recognition before the assembly. 

This shocking state of affairs has résulted in incalculable injury to the city, + 
both in the loss of compensation for franchises which should go to the city, but in- 
stead goes into the pockets of the plunderers, and on acount of the cash tribute 
exacted for concessions proper to be granted for reasonable consideration, whereby 


there have been driven from our midst mercantile and manufacturing enterprises, and, 


the investment of capital has been checked for lack of reasonable encouragement. , 
This is a subject for the serious and sober thought of every honest man. If we 
can, in some measure, bring to the attention of the people the robbery in public of fi@® 
which for years has been committed with impunity we should feel that our a 
has not been in vain.

amendment of the city charter. But any such amendment must be submitted 


; to the Municipal Assembly and adopted by the people of the city. But 
under the constitution of the state, the charter can only be amended at in- 
teryals of two years, and as it was amended last October, it cannot be amend- 
ed again until October, 1903. 

In the second place, the constitution now provides that the Municipal As- 
sembly must have TWO houses of legislation, ONE of them elected at large, 
as the City Council is now elected. Any change, therefore, must be in con-, 
-formity to this rule and must have two houses with at least one house elected 
at large. 

But a constitutional amendment submitted by the last Genera] Assembly is 
to be voted upon by the people of the state next November, which, if adopted 
will repeal this requirement of waiting two years. and will authorize the im- 
mediate amendment of the charter, that is, upon proposal of the Municipal 

mbly and vote of the people of the city. This amendment, if adopted, 
wil) also authorize the Municipal Assembly to order an election of a board of 
thirteen freeho'ders to frame a new city charter, and the only requirement 
as to the Municipal Assembly in such charter is that it shall have at least one 
house elected by general ticket. That is, as long as the charter has one house 
so elected, w3 would not be obliged to have another, as is required under the 
present constitution, 
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was retained by him for a few days, then returned in the hope of receiving 
a larger sum. The measure was enacted and the member, after much de- 
lay, was finally compelled to accept $5000 in full for his vote on the 


franchise bill. 

_In many other cases it was shown that members of the 
their election. were wholly without means, upon induction 1 
afffuent circumstances and independent positions financially, and t too, notwith- 

nding the fact that the salary of such official was only $25 per m6nth. 

Convincing documentary evidence was unearthed proving that the sum of 
$145,000 was placed in escrow in a bankin this city to he paid to the members of 
the Municipal Assembly of St. Louis upon the passage of a valuable-franchise or- 


dinance. 
- This ordinance failed, and a second bill was introduced, upon the passage of 
which the sum of about $250,000 was distributed among these members. 
After the passage of this ordinance the franchise was sold for one million two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($1,250,000). The city realized nothing what- 


ever for this franchise. 
In these matters the statute of limitation was a bar to the finding of in- 


dictments against nearly all of the guilty parties, 

We regret that the grandjury of three years ago, which made a fruitless in- 
vestigation of the municipal scandal, was unable to secure the evidence 
which we found so readily and which could have been more easily obtained 


at that time. 

We cannot but believe that if the officers whose duty it was at that time 
to prepare and present matters of this kind to the indicting body had dis- 
charged their duty faithfully and vigorously, the result would have been 


different. 


“The more recent attempt of a street railway company to secure a franchise has 
been conspicuously brought to public notice through proceedings in the criminal 
courts. 

In this case an agreement was made between the legislative agent of the company 
and the representatives of the combines in both branches of the Municipal Assem- 
bly, by the terms of which $75,000 was to be paid to certain members of the House 
of Delegates and $60,000 to certain members of the Council in consideration of such 
members voting for the proposed measure. 

. The first named amount was deposited in cash in a safe deposit box in a trust 
company, and the $60,000 was likewise deposited in another trust company. 

Two keys to each box were issued, the one being held by the legislative agent of 
ithe company, the other by the corrupt agent of the members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly. Through the action of the courts the passage of the ordinance was prevented. 

The $135,000 corruption fund was demanded by the legislators under the claim that 
they had done their duty, all they had agreed to do, but the company refused to 
honor their claim. 

The investigation of this has led to a number of indictments connected with the 
attempted purchase of this franchise, under one of which the defendant has, after a 
fair trial, been convicted and sentenced to three years in the penitentiary, and an- 
other has become a fugitive from justice, thus confessing his guilt in the nefarious 
transaction. 

So reckless and brazen @id the members of these combines become in their greed 
that they established a scale of prices for the passage of various ordinances. A switch 
bill meant $1000 to be distributed to members of the combine; a scale bill, $20, and 
the price of excavation biils was rated according to the wealth of the applicant. 

Thus for years has this city been the prey of corrupt legislators, franchise grabbers 
and fraudulent combines. By reason of these abnormal conditions a new profession 
has been evolved—that of “legislative agent.”’ 

This agent, for a fee, acts as go-betwecen in arranging the price to be paid for the 
desired legislation by corporations seeking franchises, and it is his further duty to 
receive from the corporation and to pay over to the individual member of the Assembly 
the price agreed upon for his vote. 

These go-betweens have waxed fat and wealthy out of this debauchery of public 
officials by reason of the corrupting and alarming conditions that have prevailed. The

directors in large corporations, and prominent in business and social cir- 
cles, who have not hesitated to put up money for the purpose of ne 
through the Assembly measures in which they were interested. 

When called before our body some have added to the offense of bribery 
the crime of perjury, and only escaped the ignominy attaching to their infa- 
mous conduct by reason of the fact that the evidence, though satisfying 
our minds, would not:be admissible in the trial courts. 


While legal evidence may be lacking to bring upon them the penalty for their acts 
yet they are morally convicted and damned by their connection with such debauch-ry. 
Some of these cre as guilty as those against whom indictments Have been re- 
turned, the only difference being that they have been more successful in covering 
their tracks. 

There can be nc such thing as the bribe-taker unless there be the bribe-giver. Both 
are guilty under the law. The bribe-taker, however, not only violates the law re- 
garding bribery, but his oath of office also and proves recreant to the sacred trust 
reposed in him by the people. 

Much has been said about a revision Of the law touching bribery, by making 
either the bribe-giver or the bribe-taker alone guilty. We believe the law as it now 
stands, when. properly administered, more effective than any change could be, as it 
allows the judicious exercise of discretion on the part of the prosecuting officers in per- 
wmitting onc or the other to testify for the state. With the fear of punishment hanging 
over both, evidence can be more readily secured than if only one side was punishable 
under the law. In bribery there are always two parties, one being an official. 

For the prosecution of cases witnesses are required, and, ee Boog one, eith or tha 

to use some as wit- 


bribe-giver or the bribe-taker, must be allowed to testify, and the state is permit 
both by law and custom in these as in all other criminal cases, 
nesses against the others. 

It would be desirable, of course. if all of the parties to a bribe could be punished, 
but that, under our system of Jaw, is Impossible, for an attempt to punish all would 
leave the state without evidence a8 tO any. 
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lend itself in aid of the lawless element by impugning the motives of grandjurors 
and officials in their endeavors to enforce the laws and to bring about better condi- 
tions in our municipal affairs. 

We cannot but believe, however, that these attacks were made thoughtlessly and 
we are glad to know that at present the conduct of all the great newspapers of our 
city is very creditable in this regard. 

The efforts of grandjurors and officials to clean up the municipal atmespheré should 
have the approval of all the decent element. 

While the startling conditions detailed above exist as a rule in the Municipal As- 
sembly, yet there are members in both houses deserving of the highest praise for 
the fearlessness with which they have stood by the interests of the people. We do not 
mention them; indeed, & is not necessary, but the intelligent observer of passing 
events can readily do so. This era of corruption has been brought about primar- 


ify through ;

on the part of intelligent citizens. The great mass of the people are honest. It 
is only a small percentage of the whole that are dishonest, yet, unfortunately, this 
small percentage usually takes the greatest interest in political affairs. 

The method of selecting members of the House of Delegates should be 


changed by amending the charter of the city to permit the nomination 
merely of the delegates by wards or districts and to have them voted on 
by the city at large. The number of delegates should be reduced and nomi- 
nated from districts composed of two or more wards and chosen at the elec- 
tion by a majority of the qualified voters of the city. Liberal compensa- 
tion should be paid by the city to such officers to the end that honest men 
would and could afford to serve thecity in thatcapacity, . 


STRAW BONDSMEN. 


Second only to bribe-givers and bribe-takers in the debauchery of justice are 
straw bondsmen. These have for years infested the criminal courts. Without prop- 
erty, they go before the judges and qualify, then go on the bail of criminals who 
afterwards abscond. 

Through the vigorous action on the part of the circuit attorney's office the straw 
bondsmen, we are glad to note, have about been weeded out. One was recentely in- 
dicted, tried, convicted and sentenced to five years in the penitentiary. This should 
serve as a warning to all others of like kind. 


GARBAGE.  =«—i(<#«C«w ' 


We have accumulated a large mass of evidence in the endeavor to bring to trial 
any officials or members of the Asembly responsible for postponing or delaying the 
proper action in securing competition for the garbage reduction contract. 

By reason of the delay it was found necessary: to -renew ‘the contract for three 
years whereby the amount per annum was increased from $65,700 to $131,400 to ‘the 
same company for like service rendered by, it under the old contract. 

In two and a half years a new contract must be made. To accomplish the most 
satisfactory results, a carefully considered plan should be presented which will 
specify the conditions to be filled, guaranteed by the contractor. No preference 
should be given to any system or method of reduction. . 

To invite the widest competition possible sufficient time should be allowed for 
intelligent investigation and for the erection of a suitable plant.’ The manner in which 
the garbage ordinance was delayed, and attempted bribery of members of the Board 
of Health having the letting of the contract, has added to the municipal scandal. 

_ We find that the city ordinances regarding the hauling of the garbage are not en- 
forced. There should be prompt redress made to the complaints of citizens living 
along the routes traversed by wagons and cart«, 

The contractor constantly violates the Ordinance in. overloading the carts and in 
spilling and dropping the contents, thus creating a nuisance of the rankest descrip- 
tion and a menace to the health of the community, A proper enforcement of all the 
ordinances regarding the removal of garbage would be an effective remedy. 


EXCISE COMMISSIONER. 
The powers and authority conferred. on this offelé} are eo great and far- 
reaching in scope that much good can be done to the community if, at all 
times, his action be prompted by the public good and uplifting of society. 
Fully 90 per cent of the murders and assaults in this city can be traced di- 
rectly to the use of liquor. We commend the action of the present excise 
commissioner in ordering saloons closed between 1 and 5 o’cleck in the 
morning.

The rule is the 
same as in the use of tobacco, Each per- 
son is in a large degree a law unto him- 
self. There is no doubt, hewever, that the 
nicotine may be absorbed through the mem- 
branes of the nose. Then it affects the 
olfactory nerves ané finally all the nerves 
in the body. The poison from the enuff 
goes everywhere, just as does the poison 
from the tobacco that is smeked. It causes 
irritation of the nose and the result like 
that known as smoker's throat. 

When first used it may cause nausea and 
vomiting and leave the user in a state of 
extreme weakness. It may enfeeble the 
pulse and impede respiration. These are tne 
effects of the nicotine. 

Sneezing, which always goes with snuff 
taking, is caused by irritation of the ol- 
factory nerves. It is a refi ction 

It may affect the nearing by Walling the 
auditory nerve. The Eustachian éube, von- 
necting the ear and the nose, brings snuff 
into close contact with the ear. It also 
causes the pupil of the eyw to contract. 

Its effect upon the sense of smell varies. 
In some cases it might injure the sense, 
whereac in others it would make it strong- 
er. Some persons can small better. when 
they have colds than when they aré with- 
out them ,and it is the same way with 
snuff.

NOCKOUT drops are, in reality, a 
K white, tasteless solution, composed 
generally of chloral-hydrate and 
morphine-sulphate. In mf&ny cases the 
chloral alone is used. They have a common 
property, that of producing sleep. that 
lapses into unccensciousness. Morphine is 


the active prorerty of opium, it is the 
strength without the bulk. It is more ex- 
pensive than chloral and, in cocktails, 


straight whisky and beer, where knockout 
drops abound, it might be more easily de- 
tected than chloral. 

That chloral is more easily obtained 
and is cheaper, guaranteeing at last.the de- 
sired effect, makes it more popular. with 
the criminal classes than morphine. Per- 
sons of eminent respectability frequentiy 
purchase chlora! for use in relleving in- 
somnia or some acute pain.

But the real, genuine xnockout drops is 
a solution of the two narcotics, and is gen 
erally employed when it is imperative to 
put the victim into an extended state of un- 
consciousness. 

The proportions vary. Take sufficient mor- 
phine and chloral to cover a dime and nm.ix 
with one ounce of water and you will have 
drops that will knock out the strongest 
heart and dull the most vigorous brain. 
This solution is absolutely tasteless and 
cannot be detected in drinks. 

If the victim be sober he will not lose 
consciousness for 15 or 20 minutes. If he 
is partly intoxicated he will be asleep in WwW 
or 15 minutes and, if drunk, from five io 
ten minutes or maybe soorer. 

_The treatment of the patient should begin 
as soon as possitle, delays tend to weakcn 
the heatt action, and also tend towards 
death.

Frequently I slap, the body and 
the limbs smartly with my hands to aid in 
the restoration of the circulation. 

If my case be stubborn and I see no signs 
of resuscitation after the above treatment, 
I apply electricity to different parts of the 
body through a wet sponge. These shocks 
have in my experience never failed to 
quicken the action of both heart and lungs. 

After we have the patient breathing reg- 
ularly and less contraction of the pupils 
with stronger pulse, he is stood upon his 
feet and slapped smartly until he opens his 
eyes.

The convention sessions will be he!d in 
the Trinfty M. B. Church, known in and 
around Denver as the Cathedral of Method- 
jzm. The church bullding cost $275,000, and 
it has a $40,000 organ. 

There will be three meetings each day of 
the convention, the first of these to be he'd 
on Thursday evening, June 26, when it is 
supposed that the delegates and the many 
visitors will have arrived. 

The cenvention will be interdenomination- 
al, as well as international, and there will 
bé quite as gereral participation in it by the 
churches ef the world as there will by the 

feat Suhday schools. The people of Dcn- 
yer have been busy for many weeks ar- 
ranging for the entertainment of the peo- 
ple who will come, for, while the delegates 
will hardiy number more than 2000, the vis- 
ftors will almost amount to an innumerable 
host. The reception will be upon what is 
known as the Harvard pian; that is, the 
felegates will be housed in the privaic 
homes ef Denver, and will be given their 
breakfasts there. The meetings wil! tend to 
be moré or less historic in the Sundeyv 
sthoel world, inusmuch as it may be voted 
to take the next convention to the city of 
Jerusalem. 

There in a very widespread desire to 
meet in the Holy City and give the dele- 
gates and visitors an opportunity to see it, 
to work an@ worship in it. Just when the 
convention could be held there to the best 
advantage has rot been determined. Som 
of the principal Sunday schoo] workers 
want it to embrace Easter Sunday, when 
the city of Jerusalem is entert#@ining its 
greatest number of pilgrims; others are 
averse to this, setting forth that when so 


many persons throng the city there is an in- 
sufficiency of accommodation and a stiff- 
ness in hostelry rates which would much 
lessen the pleasure of being there. These 
people would have the convention just 
after the Easter season, when Jerusaiem ‘s 
enjoying its period cf quiet and is best 
adapted to the opportunity for a profitab! 
visit and a good work. 

Music will be one of the features of th 
Denver convention. Prof. E. O, Exeell, 
who excells in Sunday school music, will be 
in “charge of the music of the convention, 
and Denver will furnish an immense choir 
from the local Sunday schools and churches, 
One entire day of the cenventiva will be 
devoted to hearing reports upon the pro- 
gress of the Sunday school in foreign 
lands. 

Gteat pains have been taken in choosing 
the speakers, those having been selected 
who are known as able instructors of other 
workers. Questions will be considered and 
settled that will affect the Bible study of 
the world for a decade. 

The first nart of the program will be de- 
voted largely to the discussion of practical 
methods of work in thé many departments.

The second part 
will be given up to the organized work, 
which will begin with the local unions and 
end with the primary department, including 
the training classes. The international pri- 
mary department, of which Mrs. W. J. 
Semelroth of St. Louis is president, has 
been honored with an invitation from the 
Arapahoe County Sunday: School Associa- 
tion to conduct the western summer school 
of primary and junior methods. The schoo] 
will meet a few days previous to the eon- 
vention.

Buch aré some of the opering utterances 
in William T. Stead’s powerful new book, 
“The Americanization of the World,”’ which 
ig published and copyrighted by Horace 
Matkley New York and London). The book 
shows @ prodigious knowledge of world pol- 
ites. If Mr. Stead would pose as a prophet, 
his prophesies are certainly based on solid 
foundations.

that “its reproduction here will probably 
cause the seizure of this book by the mili- 
tary censors at Cape Town.” 
Epigrammaticaliy, he.declares of the Dec- 


laration: 

“It is the epitaph of our empire.” 

He writes: ° 

“The majority of the Irish in Ireland re- 
gard the British government not as their 


friend, but as the ally of their worst ene- 
mies, the vampire which preys upon thelr 
hearts’ blood. 

‘To the masses of the South anid West 
of Ireland and to a large extent of the 
North the United States is more of a 
fatherland than Great Britain. They are 
much more interested in London, in 
Chicago than in Westminster. It is 
to England that the money goes in 
rents and taxes. It is from the United 
States that their money comes in a Pac- 
tolean flood of remittances through the 
pest. In the United States there were at 
the census of 1890, 1,000,870 persons of Irish 
birth. Of those born of Irish parents on 
American soil, who can say how many 
there are? More, it ts safe to say, than are 
to be found in all Ireland today. 

“If the majority of the Irish race find 
themselves today under the sturs and 
stripes, and if the majority of the Irish in 
Ireland build all their hopes of success up-

on the support which they can draw from 
their kin. beyond the sea, it is not surpris- 
ing if Ireland should afford a promising 
field for the disintegrating influence of 
American gravita@ion.- It was from the 
Irish in America that Mr. Parnell drew 
the resources which made the Land League 
so powerful. 

“What America has given to the Irish is 
something much more Valuable than dollars. 
It is only in the cities of the American 
Unicn that the Irish have had an oppor- 
tunity of displaying those political gifts 
the exercise of which were denicd in their 
own Innd. j 

“It is the fashion to sneer at the way In 
which the Irish rule New York, Chicago 
and half the great cities of the Union. 

“The details of their administrations may 
leave much to be desired, but the extraocr- 


dinary fashion in which they have succeed- 


ed in establishing their authority over the 
richest, most energetic and most inde- 
pendcnt communities in the world is one of 
the most brilliant and miraculous achieve- 
ments in modern politics. Everywhere in 
the minority, they are everywhere In the as- 
cendant. 

“Denied the elementary right of self-gov- 
ernment in their own country on the score 
of political incapacity, they have in the 
New World afforded mankind one of the 
most signa] illustrations of the art and craft 
political that the modern world has ever 
seen. All that may be said in criticism of 
the way in which they gained or use their 
power only enhances the wonder of it. 

“Landing at Castle Garden, penniless, ig- 
norant and despised, they have made them- 
selves in less than half a century “re over- 
lords of the greatest cities in the New 
World. The Anglo-Indian, with all the em- 
pire at his back, has not a firmer grip upon 
the administration of Calcutta, than an plein 
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Richard Croker has enjoyed for half a life- 
time over the commercial capital of 


America. Men who have done so much with 
so little, men who have created satrapies 
out of nothing and constrained states that 
expelled the British to submit to their yoke, 
may be criminals, but they have in thern 
the genius of statesmansh!ip.”’ 

In concluding the argument or prophecy 
—call it what you wi!ll—that Ireland may be- 
ceme a state of the union, Mr. Stead says: 

“All these things render it by no means 
improbable that a piteous appeal from the 
Irish after the next famine, or, more likely 
still, after the next abortive insurrection, 
will find the American ear quick to hear 
the cry from weeping Erin, ‘Come over 
and help us.’ ’ 

Mr. Stead writes with absorbing interest 
when he peers into the future of South 
Africa. And he tells some secret political 
history which must be more tersely re- 
ccunted here, even at the risk of render-ng 
it less convincing. He writes: 

“So ttle is known of the inner springs 
of political action that it is possible most 
of my American readers will hear for the 
first time in these pages that the present 
disastrous war in South Africa is the di- 
rect result of the jealausy of American in- 
fluence. It is common ground that this 
war dates from the Jameson raid. The 
raid began the armaments, the armaments 
vegat Lord Milner’s intervention, and that 
intervention brought on the war. But what 
begat the raid? Upon this _point I can 


speak with authority, 
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as I have frequently 
heard the whole story of that most. dis- 
astrous biurder from the lips of the man 
v. ho conecived the conspiracy and risked ey. 
crything to carry it out. 

‘“‘No mistake can be gegrcater than the 
vulgar error of imagining that Mr. Rhodes 
hatched the Jameson conspiracy out of any 
animosity or fear of the Boers. Mr. Rhodes 
has always been very partial to the ‘Dutch. 
Man for man, he knows that the Boer is 
a better physical, virile creature than the 
city-bred people of Great _ Britain. Po- 
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litically he had always worked with them. 
He never would have been premier excep< 
by their aid, and no man ever formulated 
more emphatically the axiom that without 
the support of the Dutch you cannot gov- 
ern Sovth Africa. 

“Why, then, did he enter into a conspir- 
acy to overthrow President Kruger? 

“German Jews, Frenchmen, Russians, 
Pales, Hollanders and Americans—it was a

HAVE traveled extensively with Harry 
| C. Campbell of Cincinnati, who was 
going through the courtry in the in- 
terest of a big oll company conducting expe- 
ments which would allay the popular pre- 
judies against gasoline. “the Standard Oil 
Co. and other oii concerns were suffering 
because of the prevailing idea that gasoline 
is a dangerous oll. It is a bi-product of ker- 
ocene producéd in the natural course of re- 
fining crude oll, and the oll companies were 
unable tc find a market for all the gasoline 
they had in stock. It wus for this reason 
that ar effort was made te show the coun- 
try that gasoline is not what people think 
it ie at all. 

Mr. Carmnpbdell was q student of oll, <sve- 
claliy of gasoline. He knew so much con- 
cerring its propérties that I learned a great 
deal through association with him. He was 
himself a marufacturer of gasoline lamps, 
and the campaign he was making was quite 
as much in his own interest as it was in 
)that af the oll company which employed 
him to trave! from place to place and give 
his exhibitions. — '

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tity were burdened with prohibitive insur- 
ance rates. This hurt the gasoline market 
a& great deal. 

Mr. Campoell did his principal work with 
the insurance pecple. He attended insur- 
ance conventions and gave exhibitions, and 
within a year or so he so succeeded in al- 
laying the popular fear attached to gasoline 
to an extent that almost ajl the '‘nsurance 
companies dropped the prohibitive insurance 
against it. 

I will tell what Mr. Campbell did at At- 
lanta, Ga.. because it illustrates the work 
he was doing. There was a convention of 
insurance underwriters in the city, and Mr. 
Campbell desired to meet them and show 
them how erronecus was the popular idea 
concerning the explosiveness of gasoline. 
They were very busy, and he only succeeded 
in reaching ‘hem by spreading a luncheon 
in the top story of an Atlanta hardware 
store. Here, while they ate, Mr. Campbell 
talked to them and conducted his exhibi- 
tion. 

Almost every housewife is afraid a gaso- 
line stove will explode. Inasmuch as this 
is the first of the popular fears of the oll, 
Mr. Campbell made It the subject of his 
fist exhibit. He told them that In all his 
experience as an oll man he had never found 
a so-called gasoline stove explosion to have 
been an explosion at all, but either a gaso.- 
line fire or a gas coal stove ¢4xpilo- 
sion called a gasoline explosion because 
kitchen fires are generally grouped under 
that general head. 

I will illustrate Mr. Campbell's point ‘by 
supposing that a housewife is filling the 
tank of a gasoline stove. , She attempts to 
pour the oil in while ‘the —_ is burning. 


it out of the house. This naturally jumps 
the oil in the tank and causes it to splash 
out, covering the woman's dress and result- 
ing in fatal burns. 

Now. if the housewife knew the properties 
of gasoline she would not become alarmed 
when the oil runs down the tank rod and 
the fire creeps up. She would simply step 
back and let the fire burn. If she did this 
it would run up to the open tank and burn 
at the opening like a torch. it would not 
explode. To prove this Mr. Campbell took 
a can of gasoline and lighted it at the open- 
ing there In the hardware store. The insur- 
ance men were dumfounded. Some of them 
rushed the door, but Mr. Campbell had 
locked it and placed the key in his pocket. 
They were compelled tu witness the experi- 
ment, whether they would or no. The gaso- 
line’ burned at the opening in the can like 
a lamp. The flame did not go inside, and 
there was no expicsion. The insurance men 
eaw it and became less alarmed, Mr. Camp- 
bell stood alongside the can all the time, 
and some of his audience were finaily em- 
boldened to stand beside him. He explained 
that the gasoline in the can did not explode 
because there car. be no such thing as a 
gasoline explosion uniess the gasoline is 
mixed with abouc nine parts of air to one 
part of gasoline. This is not the proportion 
exactly, but it is the proper proportion for 
gasoline engines, and js not far from the ra- 
tio at which an explosion is possible. The 
can was full of gasoline, so there was no 
room for nine times as much air as oil. Con- 
sequently the can did not explode, but 

harmlessly at the opening.

He then spoke of some of the things he 
had learned of gasoline gas. It never rises, 
and it never explods until it has absorbed 
the proper oropertion of air. Taking a 
small quantity of gasoline, he poured it im 
a can and then whirled the can about his 
head with the mouth open. Then he placed 
a lighted match at the mouth of the cen, 
and there was a sharp explosion. This was 
because he had impregnated the oll wich 
air when he swung the can around his 
head. But he contended that no housewife 
could cause in ecaplosion in this way, be- 
cause she docs not swing the can around 
her head with the mouth open. He doubted 
if there was a woman in the country who 
could make a gasoline stove explode if sive 
tried to.

An ophthalmoscopic examination conduct- 
ed by request of an insurance company re- 
vealed approaching apoplexy in Mr. Brand- 
reth’s system and hurried him to a hospital 
to forestall it. 

Not so long ago a difference in size of 
the pupils was considered almost a cer- 
tain sign of disease. But larger and more 
scientific observation proves that often, in 
the same person, one pupil is larger or 
smaller than its fellow.
